It shell ,Js beautifully
marbled or tnottlefl in black lind yellow
or rich brown and yellow-- but it is the
structure of tlie shell rather than Ita
color which makes It valuable. The
carapace, as the upper ahell is called,
is made of large scales which over-
lap each other like shingles. When
this shell is heated, the scales can be
peeled off, one by one. and this la the
valuable "tortoise shell" of commerce.
